He Mast 
Have the 
Firmest, 
Soundest 
Nerve—What the Trouble Is. 


In the first place, to be a good short- 
hand writer (and a second rate one is not 
worth the room he takes) requires the fir- 
mest, soundest nerve. No business that 
can be named takes so much out of one 
as shorthand reporting. Hearing, eye- 
sight, hand and brain are called upon for 
tl^ir highest work and the most intense 
attention. Sandy haired boys of sanguine 
temperament or pale lipi^ dark anes 
should choose outdoor work and let re- 
porting in every case alone, except for 
amusement. Hundreds of such young 
men are carried to their graves every 
year from tbe offices and newspapers «f 
the city who might be hale, long lived 
men if they had not mistaken their voca- 
tion. Lean, wiry men and women are 
best for desk work, and stand the drain 
of indoor life with least loss. The young 
men and women who have a secret desire 
for easy positions should let shorthand 
alone. 


The shorthand writer, like the typical 
newspaper man, wants to have the widest 
inteUjgence possible—to know something 
about everything, at least enough to know 
what is talked about. For not only mer- 
chants and lawyers, but physicians, edi- 
tors and literary men, to say nothing of 
politicians, are coming to find the services 
of a shorthand writer of great use in their 
irofessions. And to be of use, he must 
a man who takes things at a word, who 
knows a geographical name or a character 
in history or fiction when he hears it, 
vrithout stopping to ask what that word 
was and bothering to have it spelled—a 
process which goes far to drive the prin- 
cipal dictating out of his senses. 


The secretary needs such keen and close 
attention as to catch the direction and the 
exact words without having to utter that 
irritating "What?' every ten minutes or 
Oftener, breaking the thread of thought 
and wasting time when his express busi- 
ness is to make the most of it for an over- 
weighted principal whose moments are 
precious. Then, as corresponding clerk 
or secretary, he must have the forms of 
good business address at command, so that 
he can put curt directions into courteous 
and well turned plirase. An order worth 
thousands may te lost the house by too 
stiff a tone, the offensive independence of 
a phraiio. or one which has something 
over polite and sohcitous about it. 


"I want a man." said a Boston mer- 
chant asking for a stenographer, "who 
can take my idea in three words and put 
it into shape in a letter, neatly written, 
spaced and directed. If I can get such a 
man he's sure of a good place as long as 
I'm goiny." But the clever head of a 
reference office he applied to could only 
shake his head and say, "K we had 
twenty such men tliey would all find 
placcs to-morrow and as many the day 
after." 


A keen business man of wide experi- 
ence in many kinds of work sav-s: "The 
trouble with three-fourths of the young 
men and girls who leam shorthand and 
typewriting is they don't know anything, 
'niey expect to get along by knowing 
their one branch and nothing else, and it 
is no use. You get a clever girl at a 
tyi)ewriter—one who can rattle off eighty 
words of the Declaration of Independence 
a minute, or Longfellow's Psalm of Life 
or anj-thing she knows by heart—and 
sit her down to write a business letter 
from dictation, and she has to stop and 
turn her machine up every three lines to 
see if she has spelled a word right. 
It puts one out, and makes the miail 
late. Or she lets it go with a blunder 
that would disgrace an infant scholar, 
and there isn't time to write it over. 
Sometimes the whole batch of a morning 
has to be done over. If I happen to say 
Buenos Ayres she is dumbfounded, don't 
know what heathen I'm naming, and I 
must write it out before she knows what 
is meant, and Chattahoochee would floor 
her forever. 


"That's my business. Now, if I'm 
dictating on time for my paper—not a 
minute to si)are, and it isn't the least 
matter how it looks, and the proof reader 
minds the sijelling, ten to one she'll have 
her eraser out every other line to correct 
some fancied blemish, and you can't get 
it into her head or her either, that all 
you want is to drive ahead and get that 
manuscript jerked up to the printer's in 
fifteen seconds. That's what I call want 
of intellificnce. And out of 200 young 
men and women we tried to lit for type 
writer secretaiies, there were not five I 
should call good ones, who could be 
trusted to write a letter without some 
shabby blunder in spelling or phrase."— 
New York Star.

>ng the oeiM«D^ir£eusB Km our own 
the intellect te s&ted tohave been 
in eleven aiid' low in five only; 
t ^ n t y axe reported as strong, sixteen of 
average strength, and twelve only as 
feeble. 
Several Were remarkable fo? 
mmtal and bodily activity during their 
long lives. 
Many bad bem e n g ^ ^ in 
ly bodily toil, or mental work, or 
fully in various occupations, and 
in! diflferent ways had played their parts 
effectually on the WOTWS stage to the 
end of thei long drama in better plight 
than the poet has represented them, 
often wish Shakespeare had lived to give 
a brighter version of his seven stages, 
and to portray the old man not lean 
and slippered, but well favored and 
booted, keen in life's interest, and happy 
in promoting the welfare and enjoyment 
of othei-s. 
Even in the bedridden state, 
of wliich the tables give seven examples 
(four males and three females), one of 
"v^hom had been bedridden for seven 
years, all is not cheerless. 
The quiet 
ooziness, the even temperature, the free- 
dom from exposure and the reservation to 
the vital organs of nerve energy and 
nutritive material, consequent on 
the 
diminished use of the muscular system, 
Mntribute to prolong the lives of feeble 
>ns who still retain the pleasures of 
tellectual occupation and social inter- 
course, to say nothing of the enjoyment 
of sleep and the gratification of the appe- 
tite; and it is curious, though not unfre- 
quently to be observed, that persistence 
in bed actually increases both sleep and 
bppetite. 
Some aged people lie in 
in 
the winter, and in the dull routine of the 
Workhouse many old people drift into 
the bedridden state. 


In our tables, as usual in records of 
longevity the women preponderate over 
|the men (thirty-six to sixteen) in spite of 
'the dangers incident to child baring. 
|This is obviously, in great measure, to be 
'attributed to the comparative immunity 
of the woman from exposures and risk to 
which man is subjected, as well as to her 
greater tenperance in eating and drink- 
ing, and lier greater freedom from the 
anxieties attendant 
upon the world's 
labor and business. 
There appears also 
to be a greater inherent vitality in the 
female, ait evinced by tbe fact that, even 
in the first year of life, when the con- 
ditions and exposures of male and female 
infants are the same, the mortality of 
girls is less than that of boys. 
A some- 
what large number of boys are bom, 
but they are more difficult to rear, so 
that the females soon take the numerical 
lead, and they maintain it with almost 
steadily increasing ratio to the end. 
It 
is also to be leained from the analysis of 
the tables tliat the elasticity of the thorax, 
as evinced by the condition of the costal 
cartilages, and its capacity for dilation 
during inspiration, is better preserved in 
women than in men. 
In the matter of 
the arcus senilis also tbe women have the 
advantage; but in the condition of the 
arterial system much difference is not 
shown. 


Of the thirty-six women, twenty-eix 
had been married and eleven had large 
families; and it may be some consolation 
to- young mothers and their friends to 
fiind that eight of the twenty-six married 
before they were 20—one at 16 and two 
at 17. 
The dangers, happily diminish- 
ing, which are incidentsJ to child bear- 
ing, must not be forgotten; but irrespec- 
tive of these, the process itself and the 
attendants thereon do not seem to mili- 
tate against longevity. 
Indeed, the ca- 
pacity for t>he fuU exercise of tiiis, hke 
tliat of the other normal functions, is one 
of the qualities in those who have the 
other requisites for attaining to great 
age. 
One only of the married women 
was childless; but neither the age at 
which she was married nor the duration 
of her married life was given. 


It might bo anticipated, indeed, from 
the matnmonial tendency, and the pro- 
lific qualit)^ evinced by the tables, the 
average number of children bom to each, 
whether male or female, being six, that 
there would be, through inheritance, a 
gradual increase in the centenarian breed, 
and it is probable that this is the case, 
and that the duration of life is, from this 
and other favoring causes, gradually be- 
ing extended. 
The life period of the chil- 
dren we have no means of determining 
with accuracy, the returns being from 
various causes, imperfect; but we may 
safely accredit them with, at least, an 
average longevity. 
It is, moreover, a 
point of some interest tiiat many of the 
centenarians were members of large fam- 
ilies, averaging, indeed, seven or eight; 
those designated as "only children" be- 
ng limited to two. 
Of the 
fifty-two, 
iorty-one had been married, and eleven, 
of whom ten were women, had remained 
single; but we caimotfrom this draw any 
inference as to influence of matrimony 
upon longevity. 
Possibly something may 
be gleaned from the analysis of the num- 
erous reports I have received of persons 
between 80 and 100.—Popular Science 
Monthly.
